CANADA 

Issues a CncuL.irt or Modified Instruc- 
tions TO C USTOMc* 0ITICER8. 

Ottawa, Out., June 18— The fisher- 
ies question whs up for discussion at 
the afternoon session of tho privy 
council. Sij John A, MacdonalJ severe- 
ly took to task the minister of fisher- 
ies for Laving jeopardized O.inada'fl 
rights in the prosecution of what had 
been known as a very weak case. Ho 
also condemned the governor general 
for not sanctioning the hill recently 
passed by parliament, which he ex- 
pressed himself as believing would 
have wtili -I '.he troublesome question 
all right in uccordance with Canada's 
views. 

In Rn interview with the minister 
of fisheries late this evening the latter 
Baid instru tive circulars had been oent 
hut. He said they did not mean a 
perraain IV breakdown; ho would mere- 
ly -vccotnplish by moderate means the 
ends sought for. He said the instruc- 
tions issued by him to captains and 
certain ollicers May 7 had been can- 
celed, and in their stead these officials 
were now instructed to supply a copy 
of the official circular to any Ameri- 
can fisherman found in Nova Scotia 
■waters, and if twenty-four hours after 
the receipt thereof such foreign vessels 
were found inside the three mile limit, 
fishing or preparing to fish, then Can- 
adian officers are to bo placed on 
board, and the facts telegaphed to the 
minister of fisheries. Amorieann will 
be allowed to buy bait or other sup- 
plies for shipment, and enjoy any other 
commercial privileges, but they must 
not remain any longer than twenty- 
four hours. 

Sir John Macdonald said this even- 
ing: "Yes, a circular has been issued 
by the department of fisheries to cus- 
toms officers. It was never intended 
that these officials hIiouIJ have power 
to seize vessels. The original circular 
caused considerable misapprehension. I 
toll you," he added, "that as far as the 
commissioners are concerned there is 
no change. They have the right and 
will continue to make seizures of 
American vessels found within the 
three-mile limit as heretofore." 

It is said the recent elections in 
Nova Scotia had tho effect o r . causing 
the change. 

Ottawa, Juno 18. --There is no 
truth in the statement that orders giv- 
en for the vigorous enforcement of the 
treaty of lfS18 have been canceled. 

Halifax, June 17. — Whilo the 
Lansdowue watches the valuable mack- 
erel 'fisheries in the Bay of Chaleurs, 
the cruisers Critic and Conrad will pa- 
trol the mackerel fisheries of Prince 
Edward's Island. While the Aroori- 
cniiH will be rigorously prevented from 
fishintr, no seizures will ho mado un- 
til permission has boon obtained for 
that purpose from the Ottawa author- 
ities. This is probably dune to concil- 
Hate tho British Government, which is 
much opposed to the extreme provi- 
sions of the treaty of 1818 being en- 
forced by any Provincial marine con- 
(stable or customs collector.

Til E MEETING. 

The meeting ou Monday evening, was a 
marked success for the government pitrty. 
The opposition were present in force. 
They had come to Bcoff j but like the nin- 
v.et at tho church meeting, they remained 
to pray. The nandid and convincing ex- 
plunationa of Mr. Duck; the eleurcut, in- 
cisive logic and facts of Mr. Davie; the 
plain, practical words of Jdr. Turner; and 
the offhand, good naturod speech ot Mr. 
Prior, captivated the assemblage and ren- 
dered all attoinpts at interruption abor- 
tive. For the benefit of those who were 
not in tho province at tho last general 
election Mr. Duck road extracts from his 
address of 1882, in which it was clearly 
laid down that ho was an independent 
candidate Having been elected as such 
lie was at liberty to choose his company 
oh entering the house and did so. His 
explanation of tho financial situation was 
equally satisfactory and tho address, al- 
beit it was rather lengthy, was instructive 
and eloquent. Mr. Davio thoroughly ex- 
posed the speciousness of Mr. Heaven's 
financial statement. lie showed that the 
leader of the opposition was neither nico 
:ior truthful when ho charged tho Elliott 
government with creating tho debt of 
1870. From sessional papers read by him 
it was learned that Heaven ifc Cj . received 
the reinB from the McCreight gov- 
ernment free from debt: that is, tho pro- 
vince did not owo a penny and had money 
in the bank bosidos. During three yoars 
of Beavcn & Co. 'a rule a debt of about 
§800,000 was piled up. For this enor- 
mous deficiency tho Elliott government 
wore called on to provide and did so by 
means of a loan and taxation. With the 
proceeds of thatloan tho liabilitloB incurred 
by Mr. Heaven were discharged. Itwasalso 
shown by Mr. Davie that the Elliott govern- 
ment devised a system of taxation which 
was so perfect that notwithstanding their 
opponents held office during tho succeed - 
ing four years they could not oven suggest 
an improvement. Tho reasons given by 
Messrs. Turner and Prior for their sup- 
port of the government were cogont and 
convincing. As business men, largely in- 
terested in the advancement of the coun- 
try, they expressed the conviction that 
tho province had groatly benefitted by the 
wise policy of the ministry, and they 
therefore stood as government nominees. 
The speeches wcro nil convincing. The 
audionco— which numbered about 1000 — 
(with the exception of five or six excitable 
individuals from tho "genteel" contingent,) 
manifested their approval by frequent and 
prolonged bursts of applause. Last night's 
was practically the first "gun" fired in tho 
present campaign, and its reverborations 
will be heard far beyond the limits of this 
fair city. 

ANNEXATION. 

Tho Times in a recent issue begins an 
editorial headed "The Contagion Spread- 
ing" in this fashion : "It is evident wo 
have not yet heard tho last of Secession in 
the maritime provinces." It theu pr. 
ceeda to quote approvingly a leader from 
the St. John Glubo, the only red-hot an- 
nexationist organ in Canada. It is gen- 
erally tho exponent of the views of the 
eztreme grit wing of the party. The point 
we wish to make is that while the Times 
is not straightforward enough to express 
its own views and those of tho party to 
which it belongs— it shows iis approval 
of the secession views of a section of the 
maritime province people by quoting from 
one of the most rabid secession organ*.

The Disputed |£iplu of Way. 

To 'iti B Editor: — If 'Mr". Abbott' said, 
as reported in The Colonist of the 17th 
inst., that tho property- holders along 
tho proposed' lino of railway from Port 
Moods to Coal Harbor have all consented 
to settle the matter of dispute between 
them and the C'P.'ll.

To tub EoiTOit:— Under this heading in 
your issue of tho 17th you make state- 
ments which are not correot. In the case 
of the (J. P. II. Co. vs. The Port Moody 
property-holders you say, "his lordship 
in his decision stated he could not make 
an order raising tho injunction."

Montreal, June 14. — A scandal is 
being brought to light through the me- 
dium of an action in the supreme 
court. A few years ago a bill was 
brought before the local legislature by 
a syndicate to incorporate the St. Law- 
rence Tunrel Co. Archambault, Q. C, 
gavo evidence that in 1880, when the 
bill was before the House, be was giv- 
en fifteen hundred dollars to prevent 
opposition to the bill passing.

— A special to 
the Herald from Avignon says: A 
large black mule bitten :i few weeks 
ago by a mad dog was seized yesterday 
morning with rabies and caused a pan- 
ic in the city. The beast attacked its 
owner, biting him on the head, and 
seizing his hand in his teeth dragged 
the man 200 yards, until the hand was 
nearly severed from the arm.

A serious railway mishap occurred 
on the line between Port Victor and 
Adelaide on Easter Monday evening. 
A train laden with about l. r >0 exour- 
sioiiistsran off the rails and nearly fell 
overan embankment. No one was kill- 
ed, although there were several rair 
aculous escapes. Among the passengers 
■were the Governor of .South Australia, 
Brigadier-General Owen, and a number 
of notables. 

An accident occurred on the Her- 
gott and Strangways Railway works 
on April the 21st, resulting in five 
men being killed and three wounded, 
though net seriously. About 8 o'clock 
as an engine with eleven trucks in 
front, on which were about thirty bal- 
last pitmen, had reached an embank- 
ment about thirty miles from Hergott, 
some cattle were noticed on the line, 
but not soon enough to avert a disas- 
ter. Three head of cattle were killed. 
Seven trucks were thrown off the line 
and five men, named Russell, Ryan, 
Clifton, Owens and Smith, were killed 
instantaneously. The guard, named 
Corbett, who was on the first truck, 
was thrown several yards, the truck 
falling over him, but he escaped with- 
out a scratch, though men who were 
sitting on each side of him were killed. 
Some of the bodies were fearfully 
mangled.
